Bergen is a city of 90,000. : 

The conflagration is said to be the 
worst ever recorded in Norway. The 
business section, with its old wholesale 
houses, several of the largest of the ho- 
tels, a number of schools, the electric 
plant, and banks and newspaper build- 
ings, was the part burned. 


HURRICANE FANS FLAMES. 
The fire started Saturday evening in 


an fronmonger's shop, and, fanned @y 

a hurricane, the flames spread rapidly 
and soon enveloped all the business por 
tion of the city. . 

The firemen endeavored to circum- 
scribe the area of the fire, but their task 
was hopeless. In order to prevent a fur- 
ther spread of the conflagration, they 
finally blew up buildings on the outer 
edge of the path of the flames. Late re- 
ports say that no lives were lost. 

The difficulties of tne 2,000 persons 
now without homes were increased by 
the fact that the largest storage houses, 
filled with provisions for supplying the 
surrounding country, were burued down. 
It is harder to obtain groceries today 
than at any time since the outbreak of 
the war. 

Full details of the fire still are lack- 
ing, owing to interruption to the tele- 
graph lines. The battleship Eidsvold 
has gone to Bergen with provisions and 
clothing and a corps of engineers to 


have gone to the scene. 


Bergen is well built on a Liliy penin- 


northwest of Christiania. Through 
Bergen passes, a large part of the foreign 
trade of Norway. Fleeta of vessels 
bring the produce of the northern fish- 
eries to the seaport. 

Bergen has repeatedly suffered from 
fire, as in 1702 and 1855, and the 
broad open spaces which interrupt the 
streets are intended as a safeguard 
against the spread of flames. 

Many of the nouses still are timber 
built and painted white. The chief 
buildings in the city are the National 
museum, a large public library, the 
cathedral, and a marine biological . 
tion.

Admiral Fiske retorted tbat he had 
submitted the article in question and four others as 
well, and that they had all been approved by the 

secretary. Mr. Daniels replied that he remembered 
approving several articles, but that he had supposed 
they were intended for the proceedings of the Naval 
institute. Then he went on to say in about these 
wards: ‘In any case, I want you to understand that 
I expressly forbid you to write or speak in any pub- 
lication or anywhere on national defense.’ Admiral 


laymen. Mr. Daniels answered: ‘I don’t care. You 
cannot write or speak on any subject connected with 
the national defense. If the people really want to 
know anything about the navy they can come to its 
head.

WHAT SUBMARINES COULD DO. 


TO US. 
On the various occasions’ during the last year 
and a half when we seemed on the point of going 


~~ | we could do against the central powers. We have 
not asked what the central powers could do against 
us. Our speculation has been on the hypothesis 
that the English fleet would protect our commerce 
and communications with Europe. 

The retired French Admiral Degouy does not 
believe it would be possible for Germany to hamper. 
our commerce serioysly. But the only reason for 
his assertion is that Germany has only twelve or 
fifteen submarines capable of crossing the Atlantic. 
If Germany had thirty-two large submarines of 800) 
or 900 tons displacement, the admiral assures us, 
she could suppress our commerce, at least until we 
had worked out an effective system of defense. 

The interesting part of the article contributed 
to the new quarterly, the Military Historian and 
Economist, is not that the Germans cannot be 
expected to do this in their present preoccupation 
with the English and the French and the rest of 
the allies, but that it would be possible for thirty- 
two submarines as they are now built to raid Atlan- 
tic seaboard commerce without a supporting fleet. 

Submarines such as the Germans have been using 
in the circumnavigation of Scotland have a radius 
of action of 1,500 miles. This can be doubled with 
an extra load of petrol. To be effective at all on 
the Atlantic coast, submarines would have to find 
bases such as the Germans must now have in the 
Mediterranean and such as they were supposed to 
have maintained on the west coast of Ireland. On 
this continent there would be several. The prac- 
tically unvisited bays near the Straits of Belle Isle 
(Labrador) might be utilized. There are neutral 
islands in the Caribbean; the coast of Brazil would 
de a little distant. But, as the admiral points 
out, it is true that if invaders have gold they can 
always get petrol some way or other, and if any 
enemy undertook to destroy our commerce they 
would have established without doubt submarine 
bases on our own coast. Americans have not shown 
themselves to be incorruptible, and the spy systems 
of other powers might easily make adequate ar- 
rangements for fuel supplies before the submarine 
flotilla arrived in our waters. 

The chief difficulty of the submarine would be 

the maintenance of a supply of ammunition, be- 
cause, unlike fuel, torpedoes cannot be loaded on 
a submarine at sea, except during exceptional calm. 
If the enemy navy is not bottled up, this difficulty 
almost disappears. ‘ A navy is able to protect a 
base, and at a base submarines can be reloaded and 
repaired. 
But even with the United States navy or an 
allied navy in control of the seas, the Atlantic ocean 
has ceased to be adequate protection for the United 
States. 


WOMEN AND PACIFISM. 
The tendency of the organized women of this 


‘country to oppose war and everything suggestive 


of war may not be explained by any delving inte 
their past sentiments. Fifty years ago women were 
individuals, not members of a sex. They did not 
have their clubs, they had no political rights, few 
property rights, and, above all, social usage did not 
permit them to utter opinions in public. However 
they felt then, it is almost certain that now most 
organized women—we do not mean trade unions— 
are pacifists and believe in disarmament, _ 

It is not at all strange. Women do not see any 
necessity for war. 
kind of war. Business war as well as military , 
the war against nature itself—is more ox less hidden 
from them and has been hidden for a great many 
years. Most wives of business men, if they could see 
the ruthlessness and the vigor with which their hus- 
bands prosecute their business, would be shocked. 
The keenness of competition and the strategic 
devices which men use to consummate business 
transactions most of them have never understood. 
The necessity of discharging employés or ruthlessly 
reorganizing a business, no matter how many indi- 
viduals fall in the shuffle, has not come to their at- 
tention. 

Even in personal conduct women have had no 
real glimpse of the world. Roughness is modified 
in their presence. A certain formality, an idea of 
chivalrous conduct, has always protected them from 
finding out the sternness of life in the masculine half 
of the world. ; 

Women have never seen the necessity of force 
in civil life because all force has been hidden from 
them. On that account they ot see the need 
of it in national life. They have today the right of 
self-expression, and they are making use of it. But 
they see only the sacrifices, and have no eyes either 
for the rewards or for the necessities of ability to 
use force,

CONGRESSIONAL HEALTH. 


{From the Syracuse Post-Standard. ] 
Prof. Irving Fisher, the Yale economist, has 


discovered just what is the matter with con- 
gress. It is in poor health. It smokes too much. 
It takes a drop too much. It exercises too little, 
and it attends too many social functions. Con- 
gress is a high-filer, a night owl, and a rounder. 
| Prof. Fisher has made a careful analysis and 
comes to the following conclusion: 

“The chief causes*of wear and tear on the 
lives of congressmen are the same as those ap- 
plying to modern convivial social life—indoor and 
sedentary living, crouched and cramped posture, 
late dinners, overeating, overconcentration, ir- 
regular hours, lack of sleep, worry, and the use 
of drugs, especially narcotics, like alcohol and 
tobacco.” 

if congress is to become an efficient body it 
must turn over a new leaf It must establish 
a set of regulations and abide by them. As a 
suggestion, the following rules are offered: 

“Congressmen must be in bed, with lights out, 
at 8 p. m. 

“Congressmen must walk from their homes te 
the capitol] at least twice a day, and no membei 
may live within a two mile radius. 

“Every member shall be examined by a physi- 
clan at least three times during each session, 
If in ill health he shall be suspended. 

“Congressmen may not purchase intoxicants 
except upon a physician's order, and there shall 
be no smoking upon federal property. 

“The house physician shall prescribe a diet for 
every member.” 

The capitol basement might very well be turned 
into a gymnasium, and perhaps compulsory mi- 
tary drill might be adopted, with summer en- 
campments enlivened by sham battles between 
Republicans and Democrats. with the Prohibi- 
tionists, Socialista, and Progressives forming the 
hospital corps.

This son of Milan Wend Wir thé earn 
of George Cristicz, and for the last few 
years has been leading a most precarious 
existence, as a trick rifle shot et a circus, 
as a vaudeville and café chantant ballad 
singer, as an actor, asa wine agent, asa 
drummer for a typewriter concern, asa 
chauffeur, and as an agent tor the sale ot 
automobile supplies. 

The mother of George Cristicz was the 
beautiful Artemesia Cristicz who, as wife 
of the private secretary of King Milan, 
aroused the latter’s admiration and be- 
came not only his favorite but likewise 
the cause of Queen Nzetalie’s leaving both 
her husband and Serbia and. of their 
subsequent divorce. Indeed, Artemesia 
may justly be regarded as the source of 
most of the troubles of Milan, of his 
queen, and of their ill-fated son and. suc- 
cessor, the murdered King Alexander. 

— 

When Queen Natalie left Serbia, the 
king virtually took up his residence at 
the house of Mme. Cristicz in the Prince 
Milosch street at Belgrade, where he was 
to be found morning, noon, and night; and 
as the presence of even the most com- 
plaiear.t of husbands is apt to prove o- 
casionally embarrassing King Milan had 
the audacity to promote the man from 
his post as private secretary to that 
of minister plenipotentiary of Serbia to 
the court of Berlin, which promptly de- 
clined him as persona non grata; another 
court, however, proving lese squeamish 
in this respect. 

Not long afterwards, Artemesia bore a 
son to King Milan at Belgrade, who re- 
ceived the Christian name of George, and 
wae registered under the family name of 
hie mother’s husband, namely, that of 
Cristicz.

When, however, King Milan, not con- 
tent with publicly recognizing the child 
as his own, pledged himeelf in writing to 
marry Artemesia ae soon as he had di- 
and the former 
lady was free from her own husband, 
with the object of legitimizing the boy, 
and placing him in the line of succession 
to the throne of Serbia, Cristicz atonce 
took the hint, and applied to the Holy 
Synod at Belgrade for a dissolution of 
hie union to Artemesia, his application 
being promptly granted. 

In fact, Milan actually announced his 
tntention of proclaiming Artemesia’s son 


as next heir to the crown in the place 


of Queen Natalie’s boy, Alexander. 

Before, however, King Milan and Arte- 
mesia had secured that matrimonial] free- 
dom which would have enabled them to 
wed, the former was forced to abandon 
the throne of Serbia and to retire to 
Paris. 


. . 

This angered Artemesia greatly, disap- 
pointing, as it did, her ambition, and 
when she and her enormously rich father 
at Constantinople showed signs of re- 
sisting Milan's perpetual demands for 
money, he turned for financlal assistance 
to the Serbian government and declined 
to fulfill any of his pledges to Artemesia. 

She then quarreled with him irrevoca- 
bly and left him, withdrawing to Oon- 
stantinople. where her father. Johannides 
Bey, having acquired an enormous for- 
tune, first as architect and as landscape 
gardener of the sultan, had still further 
increased his wealth by engaging in the 
banking business. 


— 

Artemeeia brought up her boy at Con- 
dar ple az a prince of the blood. sur- 
rounding him with every luxury end with 


a court of obsequious parasites, who tm- 
aie him with the conviction that he was | 
of fullfledged royalty. 

This impression was also fostered by 
the sublime porte, which for a time 
thought it well to hold him aga sort of 
club over the head of the Serbian govern- 
ment. Eventually Artemesia, after hay- 
ing become blind, died at Stamboul, leay- 
ing her son under the care of her father. 

On the death at Vienna of Milan, sevy- 
eral of the latter’s Austrian and Hun- 
garian friends, notably the late Count 
Eugene Zichy, thoroughly disgusted with 
King Alexander’s treatment of hie father, 
and by his well proved share in the at- 
tempts upon the ex-king’s life, interested 
themsefves in behalf of George Cristicz, 
and professed to regard him ag a can- 
didate to the throne of Serbia, 


As King Alexander was showing him- 
self more and more unfriendly to Austria, 
Count Zichy endeavored to.influence the 
count of Vienna in behalf of young 
Cristicz, and even assumed the role of 
the young fellow’s guardian. 

His efforts, however, to Induce Emperor 
Francis voseph to allow Cristicz to enter 
the famous Viennese military college 
known as the Theresaneum, where ex- 
Khedive Abbas of Egypt, King Alfonso 
XII. of Spain, the sons of the ex-crown 
princess of Prazil, and many other sctons 
of royal and imperial families of the old 
world have received their military train- 
ing and education, proved unsuccessful. 

Unfortunately the young fellow did not 
know how to behave. He possessed all 
the defects of his father, King Milan, 
without any of the latter's redeeming 
qualities, and ended by alienating and 
ne those who had befriended 


— ‘ 

When Count Achy died suddenly, it was 
found he had made no provision what- 
soever for his young protegé, and that, in- 
stead of being trustee of any fund created 
by Milan for his son, he had been dipping 
into his own pocket for the lad, to an 
extent that greatly embarrassed his nnan- 
cia) affairs. 

Then, too, when after the accession of 
King Peter to the throne of Serbia, friend- 
lier relations were inaugurated between 
the court of Belgrade and the Sublime 
Porte than had previously existed, the 
sultan’s interest in young Cristicz waned 
rapidly. 

Instead of making the best of a bad 
job, George Cristicz gave evidence in 
every way of the fact that his pride and 
vanity were deeply hust, and that he 
resented the neglect and the indifference 
with which he was being treated.

One day a bomb explosion took place in 
the grounds of the palace where he had 
been living with his grandfather, and at 
once the story was given out that an at- 

tempt had been made to assassinate him, 
dy the agents of King Peter, who wished 
to get him out of the way, regarding 
him as a danger to the Karageorgevitch 
dynasty. 

Careful investigation, however, brought 
to light the fact that the attempted as- 
eassination was bogus; that it had been 
devised and organized by young Cristicz 
for the purpose of keeping himself before 
‘the public and to prevent his being for- 
gotten. 

This discovery led Sultan Abdul Hamid 
to give orders for hie expulsion from 
Turkey and so enraged his grandfather, 
old Johannides Bey, that he altered his 
will, entirely disinheriting his grandson, 
who on the old millionaire’s death at the 
end of 1907, found himself without a 
penny piece. 

After drifting around in Paris. 
Cristicz made his way to Vienna. and 
soon exhausting the generosity of the 
former friends of his father among the 
Austrian and Hungarian nobility to an 
extent that closed all their doors against 
him, he had recourse to the various means 
of livelihood that I have described above.

Mr. Roeder has just returned from 


an extensive visit to Germany, made 
on behalf of the New York World 
and “The Chicago Tribune.” His 
articles are truthfyl expositions of 
conditions as he found them, 


BY GUS C. ROEDER. 

A great change has come over Berlin. 
Bight months ago you could scarcely no- 
tice while on a visit to the capital that 
Germany was engaged in war and that 
phe and her people were fighting for their 
existence. True, you noticed a lot of sol- 
diers, many wounded and some crippled 
for life, but the city itself, and the peo- 
ple, appeared to all outward indications 
as if nothing unusual was transpiring. 
The citizens looked indifferent. 

What a difference today! The Berlin 
people seem to have changed completely. 
Last spring they appeared a happy lot, 
with no cares to worry them, certainly 
appearances were con- 


people—a people who appear to and who 
do realize what this war means to Ger- 
many and her millions. They are no 
longer the happy-go-lucky and carefree 
crowd. They are stern, severely so. They 
are no longer a smiling crowd. They are 
very, very solemn indeed. 
Resigned to Long Struggle. 

It is not that they fear for the outcome 
of the war. On the confrary, they ap- 
pear to be more ‘convinced than ever that 
Germany cannot lose this war. They be- 
lieve that she will come out victorious. 
They feel that victory is theirs already. 
But at the same time they have come to 
look upon the entire situation in the most 
serious manner imaginable. They know 
that the longer the war lasts the more 
lives must be sacrificed. They realize, 
too, that many industries must suffer, 
and that fortunes will be swept away if 
this war should last for many more years 
to come. They are no longer of the opin- 
fon that peace is to come to them in the 
near future. 


You don't notice this state of affairs | 


os much in public as you do in homes. 
it is there, among themselves, in thé pri- 
vate family circle, that you realize more 


» forcibly than anywhere else that Ger- 


mans have at last been aroused to the 
fact that they are engaged in a struggle 
for life and death.

as some seem to think.“ vou bear it 
stated repeatedly, “we won't be able to 
stand it.“ 

People have settled down to be more 
economic than ever before. They eat 
much less today than they did a year ago. 
And, of course, they buy fewer food sup- 
| plies. They eat more substantial food. 
‘They drink less beer and wine and the 
‘majority have dropped brandy and 
schnapps altogether. During the entire 
time I was in Germany, not only in Ber- 
lin, but throughout the empire, I did not 
meet or see a man or woman who was un- 
der the influence of . not even in 
the slightest degree. 

Sometimes it would appear in Berlin 
today as if everybody were in mourning. 
And this applies particularly to the wom- 
en. No matter where you go, in public 
places of amusement, in cafés, or in the 
streets, you are bound to run into some 


_ tone dressed in black. 


In the beginning of the war the au- 
thorities tried to impress the people 


they should nat go into mourning, cer- 
tainly not so far as garments are con- 
cerned. But this was one order or sug- 
gestion to which the home pore ms not 
take. 


Theaters Are Crowded. | 
| But so far as the public resarts and the 
places of amusement are concerned all are 
Tease an excellent business. The cafes 
are crowded day and night. The concert 
halls are thronged nightly. The restau- 
rants are overfilled and the theaters are 
playing to capacity houses. The opera is 
sold out mostly every performance and 
i one wonders where all the people come 
from. The cabaret shows are well patron- 
ized. 

There used to be a large number of 
dancing resorts in Berlin, conducted in a 
most expensive manner. The women who 
frequented such resorts were of the best 
dressed to be found anywhere.- Tiese 
were the places where only wine was sold. 

Not one of these places is open today. 
All were closed on accownt of the war. 
And they won't open again while the war 
lasts. Dancing is prohibited during war 
time, not only in Berlin but all over Ger- 
many. Still, no one complains. 


Using Iron Money. 

Just now they are circulating iron 
money in Berlin. It is legal tender, but 
thus far has appeared only in 5 pfennig 
pieces. Almost all the old nickel 5 pfenni¢ 
pieces have been sent to Poland and other 
newly conquered territory, where the Ger- 
mans want to get the natives accustomed 
to German money. 

In order not to use up the supply of 
nickel, a good deal of which is used for 
war purposes in connection with the man- 
ufacture of certain kinds of ammunition, 
the iron money has been coined and sub- 
‘stituted for the old pieces. | 

Gold is never used any more, and the 
government since my former visit to Ger- 
many has issued an order that no gold 
can be exported no matter whether it rep- 
resents German gold or gold money of 
any other nation. I was compelled to ex- 
change my American gold money before 
being permitted to cross the German-Hol- 
land frontier. Silver money and. paper 
money are in circulation exclusively. They 
are even printing 1 mark or 25 cents peper 
money. The government is hoarding all 
the gold in Germany just now. 

When I was leaving Germany people 
were busy with their Christmas shopping 
and everybody seemed to have plenty of 
money. 


War Makes Many Rich. 
Because money is so plentiful prices 
have gone up considerably. This applies 
to nearly every article. Men in the field 
and officers are receiving war salary, 


all the time.

It was learned on good authority today 
that the Democratic membets of the house 
ways and means committee rejected Sec- 
retary McAdoo’ s recommendation for the 
extension of the income tax to persons 
‘of small meant at the dinner which the 
secretary gave in bonot oe we commit- 
tee last night. - 

The committee asp repudiated practic- 
ally all, of the secretary’s other recom- 
mendatlons for means of raising new 
revenyes,. which were included in the 
president's address to congrees, especially 
his. suggestion for taxes on bank checks, 
automobile horsepower, gasoline, and pig 
iron. 

While rejecting the proposed extension. 
of the income tax, the committee insleted 
upon a material increase in the tax now 
levied on langer incomes, as well as a re- 
duction of the supertax exemption from 
$20,000 to $10,000. 


May Boost Drink Texes. 

The committee told the secretary that 
practically all of the additional revenue 
not gained from thus increasing income 
taxes could be raised from increased 
taxes on whisky, beer, wines, and to- 
bacco. 

Secretary McAdoo strongly favors low- 
ering the present exemption on smaller 
incomes from $4,000 for married men and 
$3,000 for single men to $3,000 and $2,000, 
respectively. President Wilson is also In | 
favor of this move. 

The individual income tax now nets the 
government approximately 340, 000, 0⁰⁰ 
annually. 

The whisky tax which has been sug- 
gested would net about $25,000,000 annu- 
ally to that already paid, the tobacco tax 
another $25,000,000, and the beer tax at 
least $30,000,000. 


Dodge Munitions Tax. 
So far members are dodging the ques- 
tion of a munitions tax. They believe 
that it would not produce sufficient rev- 
enue unless the European war should 
continue several years, which they doubt. 
The ways and means committee wants to 
map out its program for the entire period 
of preparation for better defenses, ac- 
| cording to this member, and not for a 
few months only.

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Pioneer in Making Rules 
for Athletics; Little 
Trouble in West. 


BY SOL METZGER. 
ARTICLE XII. 
In making rules for the solution of eli- 


gibility problems the conference of the 


middle west, the Big Nine conference, as 
it has been called, is the pioneer. This 
conference has been the model for all 
conferences, north and south, of thet 
there is no doubt. Its history in Bo far 
as eligibility matters is concerned is of 
unusual interest, for it tackled them first, 
developed most if not all of our present 
laws, end, therefore, clearly shows 
whether the college authorities are on the 
right track. 

In the early 90s it was thought right 
in the middle west to spread the gospel 
of football. Undergraduate players and 
inetructors were encouraged to coach for 
money and to play. A. A. Stagg, thenan 
instructor at Chicago, coached and played - 
on that eleven. Dr. J. E. Raycroft, pro- 
fessor of physical education at Prince - 
ton, was then coaching at Beloit and play- 
ing on the Chicago team. Today these 
men are forces of tremendous good in 
righting the wrongs of college athletics. 


Progress of Conference. 

In 1895 President Harper of Chicago 
called a meeting of the colleges and uni- 
versities of that section to discuss foot- 
ball.

New York, Jan. 16.—Propositions to be 


tercollegiate Association of Amateur Ath- 


4, for the adoption of a new code of eli- 
gibility relative only to amateurs, were 
discussed at a joint meeting of the exec- 
utive and advisory committees of that 
organization heid here today. 

The committees recommended the strik- 
ing out of article 20 of the constitution, 
which covers the definition of anamateur, 
and to insert in its place the amateur 
rule, acts of disbarment, and the pardon- 
ing power voted upon and approved at 
the sports conference held in this city dur - 
ing the final week of December. 


Few Changes in Rules. 

With some changes in phraseology, the 
new rules are virtually the same as those 
suggested at the last special meeting of 
these two committees. If the proposed 
change is adopted by the Intercollegiate 
A. A. A. an amateur athlete by obtaining 
permission from the faculty committee of 
his college can compete against one or 
more persons ineligible as an individual. 
Another clause will permit an amateur 
to take part in any public competition or 
exhibition as a member of a team on 
which there are one or more members 
who are receiving pay or financial bene- 
fits, by receiving permission from the 
proper faculty authority. This will give 
an amateur the right to play summer 
baseball without infringing the amateur 
rule. : 


Amateur vs. Professional. 
A third clause deals with amateurs 
playing as members of a team against 
another team one or more members of 
which are ineligible to compete as amea- 
teurs. This will be permissible when the 
team competed against represents a well 
established organization and the contest 
or exhibition is in a generally recognized
